“Who Is Sufficient . . . ?” 


True humility is not very common, 
and it seems to be one of the last Chris- 
tian graces acquired. More of it among 
us who are Christians would pour oil 
on many troubled waters. The Ohio 
Educational Monthly published a sort of 
“yardstick,” which the Christian Lay- 
men’s Tract League of Chicago has is- 


sued in a leaflet. It is a measure from 
which most of us deviate at one or more 
points. Under the heading, “It Is Not 
Easy,” is the following formidable list: 
“To apologize; begin over; be unselfish; 
take advice; admit error; face a sneer; 
be charitable; keep on trying; be con- 
siderate; avoid mistakes; endure success; 
profit by mistakes; forgive and forget; 
think and then act; keep out of the rut; 
make the best of little; subdue an un- 
ruly temper; maintain a high standard; 
shoulder a deserved blame; recognize 
the silver lining — But it always pays.” 
There is no doubt that all of these things 
pay rich dividends. But as we scan this 
measuring line, we may well cry out 
with Paul, “And who is sufficient for 
these things?” (2 Cor. 2:16.) But we 
need not despair, or look far for help. 
Paul points us to the one never-failing 
source of strength: “Not that we are 
sufficient of ourselves to think any thing 
as of ourselves; but our sufficiency is 
of God” (2 Cor. 3:5). In our own 
strength it is impossible to measure up 
to this standard, “but with God all things 
are possible” (Matt. 19:26).

Thanksgiving at the White House 

Thanksgiving Day was observed by 
the President in accordance with his own 
Proclamation. About 250 governmental 
leaders and old friends gathered with 


/ 


him in a thirty-minute service which 
the New York Times said was “unprece- 
dented,” and which was heard by mil- 
lions as it was broadcast. The congre- 
gation included the heads of the armed 
forces, Supreme Court justices, and 
Cabinet members. The President opened 
the service by reading his Proclamation, 
and urging the people to bear in mind 
the words of the Twenty-third Psalm. 
The Rev. Howard Wilkinson, rector of 
St. Thomas’s Church, which the Presi- 
dent attends, then took charge of the 
service. He led the congregation in the 
responsive reading of Psalm 103; read 
lesscns from Deuteronomy 8 and Mat- 
thew 6; and led in the Lord’s Prayer. 
All joined in the singing of “Onward 
Christian Soldiers,” “Faith of Our 
Fathers,” “Come, Ye Thankful People, 
Come,” “Eternal Father, Strong to Save,” 
and “The Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
The prayers, taken from the Book of 
Common Prayer, included petitions for 
peace, for the President, the Nation, our 
Allies, and those who mourn, and thanks- 
giving. Many were impressed with the 
simplicity and sincerity of the service. 
We have abundant reason to thank and 
praise God that the heads of our nation 
gathered in such a serviee, where the 
Bible was read, the old hymns were 
sung, and prayer for peace was made 
“for the promotion of Thy glory and the 
good of all mankind; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.”

(Eph. 5:18); (2) for a renewed infilling 
and equipment for any special work for 
which they are called by the Holy Spirit, 
whether in preaching, teaching, visiting, 
letter-writing, dealing with individual 
souls, that it may be done in the power 
of the Holy Spirit (Acts 4:31). 


The unspeakable joy of this fellowship 
and partnership should be experienced 
by every true Christian through: 

1. Daily cleansing from all sin > the 
precious blood of the Lamb of God. 


2. Daily prayer to God in the name of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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3. Daily meditation upon His Word in 
humble dependence upon the illuminat- 
ing power of His Spirit. 

4. Daily walk with God in a life fully 
yielded to the Holy Spirit. 

Daily Prayer Union members humbly 
seek thus to live in the fellowship of the 
Holy Spirit and to lead others to do like- 
wise. The purpose of the Union is to 
help in the blessed realization of this 
aim. I have been a member for many 
years, and the link of fellowship with 
so many of God’s children who seek to 
walk in the Spirit and the union with 
them in prayer has been a great help to 
me in my own spiritual life. 

More than a year ago the general sec- 
retary of the Union, the Rev. R. R. Neill, 
rector of Tooting, London, asked me if 
I would make the Daily Prayer Union 
known in the States, and become its 
secretary for the United States and Can- 
ada, and I promised him to pray about it. 

It is a sad fact that two Christian 
verities, most important in these omin- 
ous times, are not sufficiently taught. I 
refer to the Second Coming of the Lord 
and the personality and work of the 
‘Holy Spirit in the believer. 

The Holy Spirit is a Person, not a 
power, the third Pérson in the Holy 
Trinity. He is: “The Lord and Giver 
of Life, who proceedeth from the Father 
and the Son, who with the Father and 
the Son together is worshiped and glori- 
‘fied, who spake by the Prophets.” 

‘ Regeneration and sanctification are the 
work of the Holy Spirit. He convicts 
us of our sins. He shows us the need 
of salvation. The birth from above we 
owe to the Holy Spirit. Have you ever 
thanked Him for it? 

Sanctification is the work of the Holy 
Spirit in the believer. He wants to give 
us victory in our daily life and power in 
prayer. 

Every child of God has the Holy Spirit 
dwelling within (1 Cor. 3:16; Gal. 4:6; 
Rom. 8:9). How is it then that there is so

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little power in our witnessing, and so 
few conversions? 

We have not let the Holy Spirit have 
full control. We are not filled with the 
Holy Spirit. In the early Church they 
were all filled with the Holy Spirit (Acts 
2:4; 4:8; 4:31; 6:5; 7:55). This explains 
the wonderful power in their life and 
witness. Believers were added to the 
Lord, multitudes both men and women 
(Acts 5:14). Should we not rejoice if 
the Holy Spirit could say se now? If 
ever revival is needed, is it not now? 

Andrew Murray, that devoted servant 
of the Lord, wrote in 1895: “It is the 
will of God that every child of God 
should be filled with the Holy Spirit. 
Without this fullness of the Holy Spirit 
no child of God can come up to Father’s 
ideal either for his life or ministry.” 

‘This is a distinct experience in the life 
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of a child of God. When the Holy Spirit 
has His right of way with us He gives 
us victory in our daily lives, gives us 
love to souls, gives us power in prayer, 
helps us to win souls for Christ. I am 
writing this to God’s children. May I 
be allowed to ask you a question? Have 
you the fullness of the Holy Spirit? Re- 
member it is a divine command (Eph. 
5: 18). 

After prayerful consideration I feel 
this to be a call of the Holy Spirit which 
I dare not refuse. Two considerations 
have influenced me. 

Some years ago I wrote “Simple Talks 
on the Holy Spirit.” Many of God’s 
children have written to me that it has 
helped them in their spiritual life. Only 
yesterday a devoted servant of the Lord, 
a young Presbyterian minister, told his

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“Thou Shalt Not Kill” 


I have a dear friend who cannot rec- 
oncile the commandment “Thou shalt not 
kill” and men are being killed every- 
where. I tried to explain. Can you 
kindly explain in Notes on Open Letters? 
—A Massachusetts reader. 

The problem of this brief letter is seri- 
ous and difficult, and is at the heart of 
the burning question today as to whether 
a Christian should ever go to war, upon 
which good men differ. The problem 
was fully discussed by Dr. William L. 
Pettingill in THe Sunpay ScHoot Trmes 
early this year (Jan. 10, 1942). The arti- 
cle entitled “Should a Christian Go to 
War?” may now be had in pamphlet form 
from,The Fundamental Truth Publishers, 
Findlay, Ohio, at 15 cents a copy. 

However, something may be said briefly 
in answer to the Massachusetts reader’s 
letter. Exodus 20:13 does say, “Thou shalt 
not kill.” But there is an earlier com- 
mand in Genesis 9:6: “Whoso sheddeth 
man’s blood, by man shall his blood be 
shed: for in the image of God made he 
man.” And in Exodus 22:2, two chapters 
beyond Exodus 20, are these word:: “If 
a thief be found breaking up, and be 
smitten that he die, there shall no blood 
be shed for him.” Therefore the com- 
mand, “Thou shalt not kill,” cannot be 
taken by itself. Genesis 9:6 shows that 
in the case of murder, the murderer 
should in turn be executed. Exodus 22:2 
shows that if a man kills another in 
defending his own household, he is not 
to be considered a murderer and is not 
to be put to death. The sixth command- 
ment, “Thou shalt not kill,” has been 
very generally interpreted by Bible com- 
mentators and expositors to apply to pre- 
meditated, murder, : 


In numerous Old Testament. instances 


God commanded certain men to put 
others to death, and ordered the Israel- 
ites to wage war on other nations. 

This brief comment does not deal fully 
with the dispensational aspect of the 
problem, or answer the arguments of 
those who .believe that the Christian to- 
day must never kill another. But it may 
help some tao see that the sixth com- 
mandment is not in itself a prohibition 
of capital punishment or defensive war- 
fare.

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Glimpses of the recent Congress on 
held in New York City 
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it was necessary for those who hold 

to the premillennial advent of our 
Lord to meet together in order to declare 
to the Christian Church the Biblical 
statements on prophetic truth. It is well 
known that the present condition of in- 
ternational affairs has been used by 
Satan to bring the prophecies of the 
Word of God into serious question. This 
has resulted in the shaking of the faith 
of many, particularly of young people 
in our colleges and universities. 


Not only was this true, but it was 
realized that instruction ought to be 
given to the Christian family, so that 
in this day of unrest and chaos, they may 
have clear guidance in the proper -pres- 
entation of the prophetic teachings of 
the Word of God so that their minds 
might be turned from the condition of 
things around us to our blessed: Lord 
who .is the center of all prophecy. 


The Congress on Prophecy was ar- 
ranged to be held — noted speakers com- 
ing from all over the United States and 
Canada — in order that a carefully plan- 
ned program of addresses might be 
given and incorporated in a volume 
which would present to the Christian 
Church a clear, lucid, sane, and inspir- 
ing series of statements on God’s great 
program of prophetic truth. 


The Jew the Center of Prophecy 


It was also felt by many prophetic 
teachers that as prophetic teaching cen- 
ters so largely around the Jew and his 
land, special emphasis should be made 
in regard to God’s Chosen People.’ It is 
fitting therefore to note that this Con- 
gress on Prophecy was suggested and 
called — after consultation with some 
leading brethren—by Dr. J. Hoffman 
Cohn, general secretary of the Ameri- 
can Board of Missions to the Jews, 
Brooklyn, N. Y. The Lord put such a 
burden upon his heart that his Board 
unanimously consented to allow him to 
go out in faith to call this Congress to- 
gether, being itself responsible for the 
tremendous financial outlay which such 
involved, Dr. W. W. Ayer and the offi- 
cérs of Calvary Baptist Church, New 
York City, enthusiastically agreed to of- 
fer their church for the use of its meet- 
ings. From the very first the Lord’s 
presence was marvelously manifest. 
Without doubt the Spirit of God moved 
in a striking way upon the hearts of the 
people, and in a special manner showed 
that Dr. Cohn was divinely led to in- 
augurate such a congress.

Some of the leading Bible teachers 
of our country gathered for a week 
of meetings (Nov. 1-8) in the Calvary 
Baptist Church, New York City. In 
this article Dr. Harrison has mod- 
estly omitted any reference to his 
own messages. He spoke on “The 
Last Confederation of the Ten Nation 
Empire,” “The Right of the Jews to 
Palestine,” and was as he says 2 mem- 
ber of the committee that drew up 
the “Affirmation.” The addresses 
will be published in book form by 
the Fleming H. Revell Co., New 
York City. 


Dr. MHarrison’s many friends 
throughout the country will sym- 
pathize deeply with him in a great 
bereavement which has just come te 
him. On November 27 Mrs. Harri- 
son was suddenly called Home to be 
with the Lord. 








The Congress opened its sessions on 
the Lord’s Day morning, November 1, 
with a soul-stirring address by Dr. W. W. 
Ayer. He felt the burden and respon- 
sibility of having to bring before the 
Congress the necessity of dependence 
upon the Lord alone for guidance in its 
many sessions. This was presented on a 
high note. His subject was, “What It 
Has Cost the Church to Neglect the 
Bible’s Prophetic Message.” He said that 
the professing church had failed to tell 
the world of God’s plan for the nations, 
thereby leaving the race without a social 
program of authority. This has resulted 
in the present world collapse. This has 
certainly led to the church’s spiritual 
impotence. Of course, the Gospel is the 
first thing to preach, for if, he said, the 
German Church had continued to keep 
the nation true to the spirit of Luther’s 
hymn, “A Mighty Fortress is Our God,” 


‘there would have been no Hitler or Na- 


zism. The lack of prophetic teaching by 
the professing church has resulted in 
general world bewilderment; so now the 
modern church tries to substitute this 
while working for the establishment of 
a world-wide democracy, which has also 
resulted in a substitute program in mod- 
ern missions, that is, attempting to unity 
world-religions rather than preaching 
the Gospel of Calvary to separate men 
solely to Christ. This definite preaching, 
he said, would have given to the Jews 
a glorious message of hope in their tragic 
hour. 


No one will ever forget the Commun- 
ion of the Lord’s Supper on this morn- 


ing. It was one of the most impressive, 
the presence of the Lord being strik- 
ingly realized. 

The preacher for the other sessions 
of that day was W. H. Rogers, who spoke 
on “The Coming of the Lord and God’s 
Sovereignty in Relation to Prophecy.” 
He said, “I am not concerned with what 
Hitler says, but with what God is going 
to do.” Both were impressive addresses. 


Prayer for the Spirit’s Power 


The tide rose still higher on Monday 
when every speaker seemed to be em- 
powered by the Spirit of God. J. W. 
Bradbury, editor of the Watchman-Ex- 
aminer, whose responsibility it was to 
edit the addresses for the purpose of 
publication, was the one who brought 
before the Congress the warning that 
addresses were of little use unless we 
depended entirely upon the Spirit of 
God, by waiting upon Him in prayer. 
There was immediately set aside a sea- 
son of prayer. What a season it was! 
No wonder that the tide rose rapidly 
higher, and that the Holy Spirit began 
to work more noticeably from this mo- 
ment. 


The next speaker of this day was C. 
H. Stevens, who spoke impressively on 
“How Shall We Interpret the Bible?” 
J. Palmer Muntz gave an excellent talk 
in the afternoon on “The Jew, the Gen- 
tile, and the Church of God.” He was 
followed by J. H. Cohn and B. B. Sut- 
cliffe. ‘The former touched hearts on 
his theme, “Is God Through with the 
Jew?” and the latter feelingly spoke 
of the two truths around which the New 
Testament prophecies hover. He forced 
home the truth of the authority of the 
Word, and asked, “How did the New 
Testament prophets know of present 
events unless the Spirit of God gave this 
knowledge?” 


This day was gloriously climaxed by 
our stalwart in the faith, Dr. Lewis 
Sperry Chafer, who had ieft his sick 


- wife’s bedside to take part in this Con- 


gress. 


C. Gordon Brownville opened Tues- 
day’s sessions with a unique and truly 
telling message entitled, “A Lawyer’s 
Analysis of Impending Events.” As a 
lawyer and preacher, he led his audience 
in a beautiful way to a clearer under- 
standing of God cutting a covenant with 
Abraham. They were not the words of 
a dry lawyer but the opening up by a 
spiritually-minded thinker. 


The sessions of this day were brought 
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to an impressively fitting close by a 
deeply spiritual address from J. W. 
Bradbury on “The New Testament Ec- 
clesia,” which made every one of us 
thank the Lord that each of us was one 
of the called of God. 

On Wednesday morning Dr. V. Ray- 
mond Edman, president of Wheaton Col- 
lege, explained very clearly to the audi- 
ence the thorough way in which Wheaton 
made all study hover round the Word 
of God, keeping the personal, premillen- 
nial return of Christ ever in the fore- 
ground. 

The talk on “Is the Church Called 
Israel?” by H. Ferrin, president of the 
Providence Bible Institute, showed truly 
that he had a scholarly and deeply spir- 
itual grip upon this important theme. 

The address of H. B. Centz, Bible 
teacher from Philadelphia, on “What Are 
the Jews Seeking?” was particularly 
scholarly and deeply impressive; and 
“The Passover Feast,” conducted by A. B. 
Machlin, was most instructive and in- 
formative, and brought the Supper of 
our Lord vividly before us. 

The two telling addresses by H. A. 
Ironside very clearly showed that he had 
found no reason to change his opinion on 
the pre-tribulation rapture. They were 
certainly a great blessing to those as- 
sembled. His address on the outline of 
the Book of Revelation given on Friday 
evening was particularly instructive and 
deeply spiritual, a very timely talk in- 
deed. 

Friday was a great day. It was opened 
by that dear saint of God, Harris H. 
Gregg, on the theme, “The Messianic 
Kingdom a Mediatorial Kingdom,” which 
he well knew how to handle. 

W. M. Robertson, pastor of the Metro- 
politan Tabernacle, Vancouver, was — as 
usual—full of fervor, and spoke with 
real sanity and wisdom on “The Rap- 
ture of the Saints.” No one could fail 
to note the definiteness of his message, 
showing that he did not hold any equivo- 
cal position. His audience quickly knew 
where he stood. 

On Thursday evening J. W. Bradbury 
read very impressively the Affirmation 
prepared and approved by the speakers. 


The reading of it created a great im- 


pression and all could note the expres- 
sions of approval and delight which came 
from the lips of those present. ° 

On Friday evening H. A. Ironside read 
again the Affirmation prior to his address 
on the Book of Revelation. 

The expressions of fervent delight 
were even more strikingly manifested 
than they were Thursday evening by the 
vast audience assembled. Many said at 
the close, “This will be of infinite bless- 
ing and guidance during the coming 
days.” 

The address of I. L. Yearby, pastor of 
the First Baptist Church; El Paso, Tex., 
on “Christ Above All in Prophecy,” was 
well worth hearing. He showed strik- 
ingly how we would miserably fail as 
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professed believers in the prophetic 
Word if we did not recognize that not 
only did all prophecy revolve around 
Christ, but that He was the keystone of 
the prophetic arch. 

Saturday opened with the tide still 
rising by a very helpful address from 
Dean S. Bedford, pastor of the Brighton 
Community Church, Rochester, N. Y., on 
“Second Coming Teaching a Means to 
Soul-Winning.” How true was his warn- 
ing against the danger of being hero- 
worshipers — chasing after those who 
court sensationalism. 

John Walvoord, Dallas Theological 
Seminary, very lucidly traced “The De- 
terioration of Nations” through the past 
centuries to the present day. This ad- 
dress was the result of fine research. He 
was followed by Henry E. Burke, pastor 
of the Melrose Baptist Church, Oakland, 
Calif., whose subject was “The Rise and 
Fall of Gentile Nations in Scriptural 
Revelation.” He showed in an impressive 
way how that the movements of Gentile 
nations were timed with that of Israel 
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and could not be understood apart from 
her. He certainly gathered many Scrip- 
tures together to prove the truth of his 
subject, and he handled these as a skilled 
workman who knew how to use his tools. 

After a good address by H. Framer 
Smith on “What Israel Means to God,” 
Louis S. Bauman spoke on “Gog and 
Magog.” He showed how cruelly Hit- 
ler had persecuted the Jew, and de- 
clared that it was this criminality which 
had degenerated into war. 

This ended the weekday and week- 
night sessions which were attended by 
remarkably large congregations. . The 
evening meetings were packed. 

The Lord’s Day, November 8, was the 
final day ef this epoch-marking Congress. 
Albert Johnson, pastor of the Hinson 
Memorial Baptist Church; Portland, 
Oreg., spoke in the morning and the 
final evening service. 

In the afternoon J. H. Cohn’s address 
was, “What Means the Present World 
Agony of the Jews?” It was a very

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Christ’s Calmness at His Trial and Death 


His dialectic skill and imperturbable poise as 
evidence of His sanity—and deity

UT one way of escape from affirm- 

ing as just Christ’s death sentence 
for blasphemy by the Sanhedrin, even 
without the mental suicide of denying 
the truth of the records, yet remains: 
that the defendant before the bar of 
justice was insane and therefore should 
have been acquitted. 

The plea of insanity has saved many 
a man from the gallows; and it should 
be well considered here, as besides it, 
there remains no alternative but con- 
demnation or the acceptance of the Pris- 
oner’s assertion of His own deity. 

From the Evangelists we learn that the 
hypothetically non compos mentis Jesus 
of Nazareth engaged in debates with 
the keenest sophists and- thinkers of 
His time—the scribes and Pharisees, 
men whose study of the Oracles of God,

however they perverted them, gave 
them the intellectual training that, ac- 
cording to Josephus, caused Ptolemy 
Philadelphus, who had seventy-six of 
their predecessors translate the Hebrew 
Old Testament into the Greek Septua- 
gint, to declare, after he had “plied them 
with questions” at a feast he gave them, 
that their mental ability exceeded that 
of all other men and philosophers with 
whom he had ever come in contact. We 
find that Jesus of Galilee was victori- 
ous over these scribes and Pharisees 
and Sadducees in every mental conflict, 
though He always argued alone against 
a group of “opposing counsel.” We find 
Him answering a trick question ‘about 
the tribute money, devised by them after 
“going into a huddle,” so skillfully that 
“they marvelled at him”; giving an. an- 
swer to the question which was the 
first and great commandment, which had 
exercised Jewish scholars for centuries, 
so obviously and all-embracingly true 
that one of His opponents complimented 
Him on his own defeat. We find Him 
dissolving what the Sadducees conceived 
as an insuperable difficulty presented by 
multiple marriages to the teaching that 
there is after death a life of conscious 
individuality and identity with that lived 
here (calmly assuming full knowledge 
about the details of life beyond the 
grave) by a statement from which we 
learn that whatever complete and won- 
derful ways angels and resurrected mor- 
tals may have of expressing affection, 
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the incidents, jealousies, and limitations 
of earthly marriage do not exist. We find 
Him, moreover, turning upon His oppo- 
nents. with three questions of His own, 
to every one of.which. questions by this 
young, unschooled, Nazarene carpenter 
the venerable doctors of the Jewish law 
could give no answer whatever. 

Insane men may write poetry — as did 
Poe and Cowper—write music, paint 
cubist figures on framed canvas; but one 
thing an insane man cannot do is to 
engage in orderly, logical debate. This 
Christ did, and the terseness and com- 
pleteness of His replies, arguments, par- 
ables present a perfection to us which 
could only be marred by the addition or 
subtraction of a single word. 

We observe also another proof of ab- 
sence of mental instability, that is, a 
majestic calmness on Christ’s part and 
lack of excitement, a never-failing poise 
and self-control under all conditions, and 
even in the prolonged suffering and 
ignominy of death on the cross, in which 
no enemy can point to a flaw and which 
a friend would not wish to change a 
detail.. In Gethsemane .alone we see our 
Lord overwhelmed, and then, as Pas- 
ehal observed, He who was utterly calm 
when afflicted by men, afflicted Himself. 

‘At His trial we find Him, without aid 
of counsel, convincing the Roman judge 
of His right to acquittal, and forcing 
the prejudiced Jewish tribunal to aban- 
don all semblance of regularity and 
judicial propriety to convict Him. 

The truth of Renan’s observation that 
‘if Socrates died like a philosopher, 
Jesus died like a god” stands’ out when 
we consider how the manner of His 
dying differed from that of all other 
deaths recorded in history, heroic as 
many of them were. Significant con- 
trasts appear in the manner and inci- 
dents of the death of Christ and of His 
first martyr Stephen, these differences 
all being such es illustrate Christ’s men- 
tal firmness and self-possession and ap- 


_parent consciousness of divine authority 


even when in articulo mortis hanging 
from a cross. 

Of Stephen we read that he prayed 
that God might not lay the sin of those 
who stoned him to their charge. We 
find Christ offering a somewhat similar 
prayer, but with a difference whose pro- 
found meaning seems to be brought to 
light by other incidents of His death. 
Christ prayed: “Father, forgive them; 
for they know not what they do.” They 
do not know who I am; do not know 
they are committing, not homicide, in 
putting to death an innocent man, not 
only regicide, slaying their. king, but 
deicide — killing the Son of God. 

An ineident of -His death indicates 
that His apprehension of His own divin- 
ity was not a whit abated even by the 


“agony and bloodletting of the cross. 


After receiving the revilings of one of 
His two fellow. sufferers with character- 
istic imperturbable silence, He gave in- 
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stant response to the cry of distress, 
contrition, and confession of Him as 
Lord by the other thief with the assur- 
ance that He would, before sunset (“this 
day”) admit the one so confessing and 
appealing unto Him into Paradise, where 
He would then Himself already be. 

Surely it. was time now for an insane 
man’s delusions of grandeur. to leave 
him. It was time for an impestor to 
fall under the terrors of hell so soon 
to be his deserved portion, but no: 

By an action which those of us who 
rejoice to confess His deity believe shows 
He was acting to bring to pass the last 
item of the prediction about His death 
which He Himself had caused the 
prophets to write centuries before, He 
exclaimed, “I thirst,” whereupon the Ro- 
man soldier ordained from eternity to 
supply this feature of divine prediction 
was caused to offer Him drink from a 
vinegar-saturated sponge. “They gave 
me vinegar to drink,” wrote David of 
the .dying Messiah who should come. 
“And one ran and filled a spunge full of 
vinegar, and put it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink,” reports Mark. 

And when this was done the dying 
Man made a statement which subsequent 
centuries of scholarly investigation 
show was accurate to the last detail, for 
it fulfilled the remaining item of the 
score or more specific incidents which 
it was foretold centuries in advance 
would be connected with the sacrificial 
death of the Messiah, so that by His 
dying, as well as by the time and place 
of His birth and the words and mirac- 
ulous deeds of His life, all men might 
identify the One who was to be “cut 
off, but not for himself,” as the “very 
Christ,” the “seed” of the “woman” 
promised to Eve, to Abraham, to David, 
and to all mankind. 

We see therefore, that this bad, blas- 
phemous, sane man, or this good, crazy 
man—if goodness can be attributed to 
insanity —.or this “only begotten Son of 
God,” possessed in the “act and article 
of death” an accuracy of memory in 
which hundreds of years and millions of 
men have failed to disclose an error; 
for when He had received the vinegar 
He proclaimed, “It is finished” — Tetel- 
estai in the Greek, having the tre- 
mendous meaning also, as this word 
recently discovered on ancient paid tax 
bills shows, “Paid in full” —the infinite 
price of redemption paid in full! And 
this joyous declaration God the Father 
confirmed and honored “in that he... 
raised him from the dead.” 


Immediately thereafter we read of this 
man or God that He expired; and even 
the record of this last act illuminates 
the mental condition, supernatural poise, 
and self-direction of the dying Man. In 
contrast with the record of Stephen’s 
death, of whom we read that when he 
felt death approaching he asked, “Lord 
Jesus, receive my spirit,” and then “fell 


asleep” — an involuntary act—we find 
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Jesus remarking that He placed His 
spirit in God’s hands, and then “he 
bowed his head,” and “dismissed his 
spirit.” 

In order to “finish the work” He said 
God gave Him to do, to be “baptized 
with” the baptism of death and suffering 
until the accomplishment of which the 
mighty power of His atonement was 
“straitened,” “he stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem” and delivered Him- 
self into the hands of His foreordained 
executioners, explaining on the way that 
“no man taketh it [my life] from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to take 
it again.” And when the work was done, 
He forthwith departed without leave of 
anyone — sent His’ spirit away from the 
body God had prepared for gt for the 
purpose of housing it “to taste death for 
every man.” When the last act was 
completed, and it suited His good pleas- 
ure, He whose pierced hands had held 
the nails as much as the nails held Him, 
left His body ,to the tender care of: His 
friends to be buried — not as in ordinary 
course it would have been, in the spe- 
cial burying ground of ignominy set 
aside by the Jews for executed crim- 
inals, but in a rich man’s tomb, accord- 
ing to the improbable prophecy in Isaiah 
53,— to await its glorious resurrection. 


And now a hidden wonder discloses 
itself on close study. Not only do we 
sense throughout His trial that the bound 
prisoner holds Sanhedrin and Roman 
governor in level-eyed spiritual subjec- 
tion, but the Holy Spirit saw to it that 
at the bottom point of helpless ignominy, 
when nailed to the cross there to remain 
until dead, the very rules of language 
and grammar testify to the fact that the 
dying Man was really controlling the 
whole transaction. For every verb re- 
cording the passing of Christ, contrary 
to universal usage in other instances, as 
in the death of Stephen whose humble 
petition and helpless “falling asleep” we 
have already noted, is an active verb, 
indicating voluntary action by Christ 
Himseif. From the cross He issued a 
kingly pardon to a repentant criminal, 
made a royal proclamation that all things 
were now completed, announced that He 
commended His spirit into God’s hands 
(Luke 23:46), and “bowed his head” 
(how thrilling this touch of the divinely 
wielded pen !) and “dismissed his spirit.” 

All these declarations fit with super- 
natural accuracy that strange word used 
by Moses and Elijah when they talked 
with Hirn on the Mount of Transfig- 
uration about “the decease which he 
should ACCOMPLISH. at Jerusalem”: 
not the death which would be inflicted 
upon Him, which He would suffer or 
endure, but the death He was going to 
“accomplish” (the same word, by the 
way, which appears so incongruous when 
He one day sé&id He had “a baptism to 
be baptized with; and how am I strait- 
ened till it be accomplished !”). Baptism 
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is administered and the believer is bap- 
tized, even as the ordinary dying man’s 
head falls on his bosom and he himself 
falls asleep. But here the Man accom- 
plishes the “baptism” of suffering and 
death which, once an accomplished fact, 
so releases the heretofore “straitened” 
power of the atonement, that from that 
time onward the “least in the kingdom 
of heaven,” with that exploit to proclaim 
as historically done, has, like Peter at 
Pentecost, infinite]y greater power than 
the mightiest of the Old Testament 
prophets, even John the Baptist, who 
could deal only with the future, and 
look forward to the time when the 
straitened and confined “dynamite” or 
“power of God unto salvation” should 
be turned loose to do its great work in 
the world. 

Considering these things in connection 
with Christ’s life, deeds, words, trial, 
and death, could there be conceived a 
prisoner for whom it would be more 
impossible to prevail with a plea for 
mercy on the ground of enfeebled in- 
tellect, lack of self-control, unsound 
mind?

How about a parent-teacher association for 
Sunday school teachers and parents along the 
lines of the public school organization?—A. O. 

IRE rationing, which will curtail 

many of the week-night activities in 
our rural, if not in our urban churches, 
is certainly going to throw more respon- 
sibility upon the home. Parents must be 
substituted for the educational, leaders 
of the church who are caring for the 
children in other agencies besides the 
Sunday school. The most effective 
method for the furthering of these con- 
tacts is through the Cradle Roll and the 
Teacher Training classes of the local 
church. The former provides a point of 
contact with those who are not members 
of the church, and the latter provides an 
opportunity to emphasize especially to 
young people the importance of par- 
ental training in the home. The chapter 
on home relations in “The Sunday 
School in Action” gives special informa- 
tion on this subject. 


How can we get the children and the young 
people to stay for the church service after 
Sunday school?—G. R. 
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HE Six - Point - Record - System to- 

gether with the combined church and 
Sunday school service of the Southern 
Baptist Convention has been found a 
most excellent means for bringing the 
Sunday school into the church. One rea- 
son why church attendance has been 
minimized is because such a large pro- 
portion of the church memibership is 
not engaged in Sunday school work. 
Latest statistics indicate that less than 
eight per cent of the church membership 
constitutes the staff of teachers and of- 
ficers in the Sunday school. Until a 
larger proportion of the church member- 
ship stands behind the Sunday school it 
will be difficult to enlist the interest of 
the children and adolescents in the 
church service, . 


What do you think should be the relative 
ages of teachers and teen-age pupils?—M. O. 


E DO not believe that an adoles- 

cent should teach adolescents. On 
the other hand, it is possible for-an adult 
to associate so closely the teen-age group 
with his own life as to be unmindful of 
the existing differences. The father who 
has not forgotten what he was like when 
he was a boy and the mother who has 
kept a diary of her girlhood days are 
well fitted to understand:.their children. 
There is nothing that we forget so 
quickly as our younger days, and many 
a teacher cannot understand his pupils 
because he no longer remembers what he 
thought and what he did at that age. 
Adults need to have their younger life 
revived by study of adolescent psychol- 
ogy. 





Should the Bible school be yuneed 
the pastor at the Sunday service?—G. W. 


Y ALL means, if it. will indicate that 

the pastor believes the Sunday 
school to be the major enterprise of the 
church. On the other hand, such an 
announcement may be more of a liabil- 
ily than an asset if it is a mere repetition 
or a stereotyped formula given without 
personal interest and enthusiasm. Where 
a Sunday school is largely dependent 
upon oral publicity the pastor should 
seek to create each week the most un- 
usual and appealing announcement of 
which he is capable. When he once 
forms the habit of saying old things in 
a new way he will never lack an.atten- 
tive audience. We can learn much from 
the way advertisers use the few minutes 
afforded them on the radio to promote 
their products. 





If you have a better equipped woman than 
man, would you prefer her for a Sunday 
school superintendent, or should that position 
always be filled by a man?—V. R, 


ERTAINLY war conditions are go- 
ing to make it necessary for us to 
depend more and more upon the women 
for our Sunday school administrators 
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as well as for our teachers. There is no 
question in my ' mind that women are 
preferable as superintendents for the Be- 
ginners, Primary, and Junior depart- 
ments, and where they have studied ado- 
lescent psychology or are teaching high 
school students, they would be prefer- 
red to men without these qualifications 
in the young people’s division of the 
Sunday school. However, as the general 
superintendent should .be-a promoter 
rather than an educator, we should look 
for a business woman of executive abil- 
ity if it is not possible to find a man 
for this position. As men rather than 
women are mostly engaged in business 
and can bring the enterprise and effi- 
ciency of their work to the Sunday 
school, it is natural that they should be 
preferred.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. lionside, Litt.D. 
Pastor of the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Approach to the Lesson 


YNAMIC Christian living is life 

in the power, or energy, of the 

Holy Spirit. Every believer is 
sealed with the Spirit (Eph. 1:13) and 
thus recognized by God the Father as 
one of His children by new birth (1 
Pet. 1:23) and a son by adoption (Rom. 
8:15). But it is another thing to walk 
in the Spirit (Gal. 5:16) and thus be 
delivered from the control of fleshly 
desires. The believer is called upon to 
a full surrender, which involves a com- 
plete yielding of himself and all his 
ambitions to the Lord, to live henceforth 
in accordance with the mind of God, 
as expressed in His Word. When thus 
surrendered, the Holy Spirit fills and 
energizes for a life of victory and for 
testimony to others (Acts 1:8; Eph. 5: 
17-21). This is not a once-for-all ex- 
perience, but is the beginning of a daily 
yielding oneself in loving obedience, 


that Christ may be glorified in the life. 
Reckoning ourselves dead indeed unto 
sin (Rom. 6:11), in that Christ’s death 
is accounted as ours by God Himself, 
who sees us as identified with His Son, 
we need to die daily (1 Cor. 15:31) as 
we refuse the claims and suggestions of 
the old man, who is corrupt according 
to the deceitful lusts (Eph. 4:22). So 
we are to mortify our members which 
are updn the earth (Col. 3:5), putting 
them in the place of death by faith 
as each new temptation has to be faced. 
To attempt this in our own power will 
mean failure every time. But to take 
our stand at the cross, as crucified with 
Christ, and to depend upon the Holy 
Spirit for practical deliverance as He 
occupies us with the risen Christ, will 
mean victory and blessing. 


The Historical Setting 


The Epistle to the Romans was writ- 
ten somewhere about A.D. 60. Paul had 
in view a visit to the great metropolis 
and sent this letter on ahead by the 
hand of Phebe, a deaconness of the 


church at Cenchrea, a city of Achaia, 


near to Corinth, where Paul was teach- 
ing at that time. It was some years 
later that he reached Rome as a prisoner. 


Verse by Verse 


Rom. 12:1—“I beseech you... by 
the mercies of God.” He had in view 
the great truths unfolded in the first 
eight chapters of Romans. Chapters 9 
to 11 form a great dispensational par- 
enthesis. If Chapter 8 is read and fol- 
lowed by Chapter 12, the connection is 
seen at once. “That ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice.” It is not a 
dead sacrifice upon an altar, but a pres- 
entation of living bodies, as when the 
Levites of old gave themselves to God 
for devoted service in accordance with 
His Word (Num. 3:44-51). These were 
separated to the work of the sanctuary. 
All Christians are called to be Levites, 
in this age of grace, and are to be sep- 
arated to the Lord Himself, to be used 
as He sees best. This is our “intelligent 
service”; because for this we were saved. 

Verse 2.—“Not conformed ... but... 
transformed.” No longer of the world, 
we are not to conform to its low moral 
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and ethical standards. Instead of that, 
we are to be transformed, metamor- 
phosed, by the power of the indwelling 
Spirit. It is a change that works from 
within out, as we are renewed in mind, 
and so our entire outlook upon life be- 
comes different from what it was be- 
fore we were regenerated and indwelt 
by the Spirit (Titus 3:5). 


Verse 3—“To think soberly.” Self- 
pleasing and self-exaltation are not to 
be the objects of the one who is yielded 
to Christ. Like our Master, we are to 
live for others. Low thoughts of self 
will characterize those who have seen 
themselves in the light of God’s pres- 
ence. All we now have is given as an 
expression of divine grace; therefore it 
is never to be an occasion for pride or 
boasting. 


Verse 9.—“Let love be without dis- 
simulation.” Dissimulation is hypocrisy. 
The love of the yielded heart will be 
genuine, because it is shed abroad by 
the Holy Spirit (Rom. 5:5). Coupled 
with this, there will be an abhorrence 
of iniquity and a delight in what is pure 
and good. 


Verse 10.—“In honour preferring one 
another.” This is in accord with the 
exhortation given in Philippians 2:3. 
The Spirit-controlled Christian will be 
characterized by a kindly interest in the 
welfare. of others. Where “brotherly 
love” prevails, selfishness disappears. 


Verse 11—“Not slothful in business.” 
The passage has been translated “not 
remiss in zeal.” Some who make high 
spiritual professions are very careless 
about fulfilling their daily responsibil- 
ities. True spirituality and careful at- 
tention to temporal obligations go to- 
gether. The “fervent in spirit” seek to 
serve “the Lord” in the smallest details 
of life. 

Verse 12.—“Rejoicing in hope.” The 
surrendered Christian is the true op- 
timist. He looks beyond the present 
grief to the fulfillment of his hope at 
the Lord’s return. So he continues on 
his way, “patient in tribulation,” sus- 
tained by faith as he takes all to the 
Father in prayer. 


Verse 13—“Given to _ hospitality.” 
When one has recognized the claims of 
the risen Lord over his entire life, he 
cannot be indifferent to the needs of 
those in less comfortable circumstances 
than himself. It will be his joy to share 
with those in distress what God has given 
to him. His heart, his purse, and his 
home will be open to those who require 
his assistance or are in need of hospital- 
ity. 

Verse 14.—“Bless, and curse not.” No 
maledictions will come from the heart 
or lips of a Spirit-filled believer. Even 
his worst enemies will be included in his 
prayers for blessing, as he seeks to mani- 
fest the spirit of His Master.

rejoice, and weep with them that weep.” 
This is no cold, stoical attitude, but the 
very opposite. Entering into the joys 
and sorrows of his brethren, the Spirit- 
led saint rises above all jealousies and 
all cold-hearted indifference. He does 
not pretend an interest in others, but he 
really has it because of the Spirit of 
Christ that controls him. 


Verse 16.—“Condescend to men of low 
estate.” In this verse we have true 
Christian psychology. The “same mind” 
is the lowly mind, the mind that was 
in Christ (Phil. 2:5). The second phrase 
is better rendered, “going along with the 
lowly.” It is not a condescension as of 
a superior to an inferior, but a real joint 
participation with those in humble cir- 
cumstances. 


Verse 17.—“Recompense to no man 
evil for evil.” A desire for revenge dis- 
appears when Christ dwells within in 
controlling power. He is our great Ex- 
ample here as elsewhere (1 Pet. 2: 21-23). 
“Provide things honest in the sight of 
all men.” <A Christian’s life should be 
as an open book —nothing to hide. No 
subterfuge, no trickery, no sharp prac- 
tices should ever characterize one who 
knows Christ. 


Verse 18.—“Live peaceably with all 
men.” This is the ideal, but there are 
conditions. It is as far as “possible” that 
we are called upon so to live. Some 
men will not allow us to live peaceably 
with them. They hate qur Saviour, and 
so hate us. But we are ever to seek the 
things that make for péace. 


Verse 19.—“Give place unto wrath,” 
that is, do not take things into your 
own hands. Leave the whole quéstion 
of repayment for evil to the Lord, who 
will deal with all aright at last, 


Verse 20.—“Thou shalt heap coals of 
fire on his head.” This entire passage 
is a quotation from Proverbs 25:21, 22: 
By treating our enemies with kindness, 
they are likely to be overcome with 
shame as they think how badly they 
have acted toward us. 


Verse 21.—“Overcome evil with good.” 
This sums up all the admonitions of 
this part of the chapter. We are never 
to meet evil with evil, but ever to meet 
it with good, and so demonstrate the 
law of love, the new cornmmandment 
given by our Lord.

The Heart of the Lesson 

We have quoted before the words of 
Savonarola, the Florentine martyr, “A 
Christian’s life consists in doing good 
and suffering evil.” This is demonstrated 
here. The Christian who has given him- 
self unreservedly to the Lord cannot 
continue to meet worldlings on their 
own ground. Transformed by grace di- 
vine, he lives on a far higher plane than 
worldlings, or even carnal Christians, 
understand. By the power of the in- 
dwelling Spirit of Christ, he is enabled 
to manifest the very life of the Lord 
Jesus in his mortal body (2 Cor. 4:10, 
11).. The more he knows of walking 
with God, the less he will be concerned 
about’ men’s praise or blame, but the 
more he will desire to be a blessing to 
all with whom he comes in contact.

Transformed. ‘Three times. the Greek 
word here rendered “transformed”. is 
found in the New Testament. It is.a 
different word from that so rendered in 
2 Corinthians 11:13, 14, and 15. It is 
translated “transfigured” in Matthew 17: 
2 and Mark 9:2, and “changed” in 2 Cor- 
inthians 3:18. When the Lord Jesus was 
transfigured, the glory of His person 
shone through the veil of His flesh. As ‘we 
are yielded to Him and occupied with 
Him, the new life within is manifested 
outwardly. We are “metamorphosed,” 
as the word literally means, into His 
likeness. ‘ 
Present Your Bodies. We do not find 
the word “surrender” in our Authorized 
Version of the New Testament.

In Romans 6 the same word 
is translated “yield.” To yield is to sur- 
render. . So what God is asking of 
us all who believe in His Son is that we 
be fully surrendered to Himself, that 
His will may be supreme in our lives.

Brotherly Love in Jail—Be kindly 
affectioned one to another with brotherly 
love (Rom. 12:10). As I write this les- 
son there has been an election held for 
a president in Mexico, and the defeated 
candidate and a lot of his followers are 
trying to start a revolution. 


In Germany those who voice their op- 
position to the national social party are 
put in concentration camps. Among these 
is Dr. Niemoeller, who during the Great 
War was commander of a submarine, but 
later was converted and became a min- 
ister. He did not approve of the na- 
tional party, said so, and they put him 
in the concentration camp. ‘ 

Here in America Democrats and Re- 
publicans mix together without any 
trouble whatever. In thousands of fam- 
ilies part may be of one party and part 
of the other. The “kindly” affection 
and “brotherly love” of many have 
helped us to be one united whole. 

So you don’t think “kindly” affection 
and “brotherly love” are so terribly 
abundant? All right, listen to this one 
of dozens of illustrations: 

When the catastrophe came down on 
Johnstown, with the great loss of life 
and destruction of property, all America 
burst into tears. Their hearts and 
pocketbooks were opened. The pris- 
oners in the Eastern Penitentiary, out 
of their very meager earnings, collected 
$400 for the Johnstown sufferers. When 
they took it to the warden he said, 
“Men, this is awfully nice of you, but 
you really cannot afford to make so gen- 
erous a gift out of your very small earn- 
ings.” 

The prisoners selected a banker con- 
vict to put the matter in diplomatic lan- 
guage, and the warden was told that 
what they could or could not. afford was 
none of his business, and they wanted 
to help the Johnstown sufferers. 


The warden said, “Men, you are ex- 
actly right.” 

Remember, these “kindly affectioned” 
and “brotherly” loving men were just 
ordinary criminals. 


The Gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ 
has had its effect in the whole social 
fabric of America. 


Heaven-Minded.—Be of the same mind 
one toward another (v. 16). When in 
1932 I became president of the Penn- 
sylvania State Young Men's Christian 
Association I asked some fifty-two of 
the outstanding men of affairs to stand 
with me in that job, in order to“ in- 
crease its importance. This group of 
men is made up of railroad presidents, 
bankers, lawyers, mayor of the city, 
merchants, insurance men, etc. In all 
the years, every month, except the va- 
cation ones, I write each man a letter 
and send him reports. I do this to keep 
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him Y.M.C.A.-minded. The plan has 
worked splendidly. 

President Wilson asked for the resig- 
nation of his Se¢retary of State, Mr. Rob- 
bert Lansing, “because,” said the Presi- 
dent, “I want a Secretary ‘whose mind 
will run parallel with my mind.” Mr. 
Lansing was opposing President Wilson’s 
policies. As it turned out, it would have 
been better for President Wilson if he 
had laid the Presidential mind alongside 
the Secretary of State mind. 

Now, here comes in the value of Bible 
reading and church attendance. By con- 
stant touch with God’s Word, both in the 
Book and in the churcb service, men 
and women are kept Heaven-minded. 

We are told, as a man “thinketh in 
his heart, so is he.” And when the mind 
is kept tied to the highest and best 
things of life, the man himself is pretty 
sure to become one of the highest and 
best among men. 


Good-by, 1942.—If thine enemy hun- 
ger, feed him (v. 20). I wonder when 
Paul dictated this manner of setting an 
enemy on fire if he thought of the in- 
cident narrated in 2 Kings 6: 21-23: 

And the king of Israel said unto Elisha, 
when he saw them, My father, shall I 
smite them? shall I smite them? And he 
answered, Thou shalt not smite them: 
wouldest thou smite those whom thou hast 
taken captive with thy sword and with 
thy bow? set bread and water before them, 
that they may eat and drink, and go to 
their master. And he prepared great pro- 
vision for them: and when they had eaten 
and drunk, -he sent them away, and they 
went to their master. So the bands of 
Syria came no more into the land of Israel. 

Please note by this treatment the 
Syrians “came no more.” 

This lesson ends thirty-five years of 
writing this Corner. They are now dig- 
ging another Panama Canal to duplicate 
the present one. When I started writ- 
ing this Corner they were digging the 
first Panama Canal, under the direction 
of President Theodore Roosevelt.

Religion does 
not seem to be such a funny, jokey thing 
when there is a grave-looking doctor 
upstairs or a little casket down in the 
parlor.”

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

On the flannel board, put a picture of a 
smiling, happy face. As an object lesson, 
use a mirror, and let the children look 
at their own faces, and see what they are 
like. 











‘HIS is a good lesson for today, the 

very last Sunday of the year. It 
gets us ready for a good start for the 
New Year. It is another lesson on Shin- 
ing Faces. You remember we had one 
just a few weeks ago. 

We have the story of Stephen. Maybe 
you wonder how Stephen could have 
had a shining face, for he was about to 
be cruelly stoned to death. Ah, but 
Stephen was looking up into Heaven, 
and he saw the Lord Jesus standing at 
the right hand ofthe Father in the glory. 
No wonder his face shone like an angel. 

It is very easy to see why so many 
faces do not shine. Their owners either 
do not know the Lord Jesus Christ, or 
else they forget to keep their eyes on 
Him. They get to looking at the people 
around them, and things that happen, 
and they get sour and unhappy, and their 
faces show it. To keep a shining face; 
we must have the Shining One in our 
hearts. Communion with Him makes 
our faces shining. 

You may be familiar with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne’s beautiful story of The Great 
Stone Face. In a valley there was a 
legend that some day a man would come 
to the valley whose face would resem- 
ble the Great Stone Face, a curious ma~- 
jestic face of rock high over the valley. 
A small boy, Ernest, was told this legend 
by his mother. Fascinated by the face, 
he spent hours just gazing upon it. He 
grew to manhood, still gazing upon the 
Face until it seemed to him that it 
looked at him with a special meaning. 
Several men came to the valley and 
were acclaimed by the people as the one 
foretold, Mr. Gathergold, General Blood- 
and-Thunder, and the Politician, but 
they all fell short of the ideal. Then 
the Poet came, and Ernest, now an old 
man, believed he was the man, for he 
had read his poems and been blessed 
by them. But the Poet himself confessed 
that his life had not tallied with. his 
poems, and he was the one who discov- 
ered that Ernest himself had become,the 
image of the Great Face, as he had spent 
his life in simple communion and fel- 
lowship with if, as he went about his 
daily task.

Lord Jesus Christ have a Face to look 
upon, a Face that shines with glory un- 
speakable, and, better even than that, we 
have an indwelling Spirit who will shine 
out through us if we will give Him a 
chance.

Even a little 
child’s face can shine with the glory of 
the Lord. That face will not be scowl- 
ing and hateful, sulking or angry, but 
will be sweet and cheerful, willingly 
obedient and happy as sunshine itself. 


What kind of face have you? 


I’m not interested in your features or 
complexion or the color of your eyes or 
hair. A face may be faultless according 
to the world’s standards of beauty, and 
be anything but shining, and it may be 
plain and homely and yet shine with the 
light of Heaven.

ING or repeat the words of “Joy to 

the World.” Did you have a happy 
Christmas? Why? Would it not be 
wonderful if we could keep this happy 
spirit all through the New Year in spite 
of war and trouble?

It is not always easy to be joyful when 
the hard things come. But let me tell 
you of a person who had a shining, 
happy face when everyone was against 
him. There had been some quarreling 
about the relief food not being fairly 
distributed among the different church 
members who needed it. Shining Face 
was chosen to help take charge of the 
matter and straighten things out because 
he was honest, sensible, and filled with 
the Holy Spirit. He not only did his 
work faithfully, but he began to tell 
about the Lord Jesus to others. Some 
people refused to believe, and because 
they could not answer his wise words, 
they persuaded men to lie about him 
and bring him to trial in court. There 
in the courtroom, where men were lying 
about him and being mean, he did not 
let them take away his joy; his shining 
face did not cloud over with anger and 
hate, but it shone like that of an angél. 
During the trial, when he was allowed 
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to speak for himself, he tried again to 
tell about the Lord whom they had cru- 
cified. They were “cut to the heart,” 
but instead of repenting, they “got mad.” 
Still that shining face! now looking up 
to Heaven, where he could see his 
blessed Saviour waiting for him. They 
dragged him out of court, and threw 
stones to kill him. Among the flying 


stones he kneeled and prayed, “Lord, . 


lay not this sin to their charge,” and 
then he “fell asleep.” 

I think Shining Face’s secret —his 
real name was Stephen —was the love 
inside, not only of the Lord, but even 
of those who were mean to’him. Sour 
Face would have prayed, “Pay ‘em 
back !” 

Unpleasant things will no doubt hap- 
pen to you jn the coming week and 
year. But if you keep looking to the 
Saviour and trusting Him, you can sing, 
“Joy, joy, joy.” (Draw a smiling face 
with upturned mouth on the board.) 
Can you keep a smiling, happy face? 
You can if you follow Shining Face’s 
secret —if someone says:or does some- 
thing mean to you, not to be mean in

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return but to do something nice for that: 
person. “Be not overcome of evil, but 
overcome evil with good” (Rom. 12:21; 
Golden Text). (Read to class Romans 
12:14, 17a, 19-21.) Try this rule for a 
shining face during the week —do kind 
things in return for unkind, and keep 
smiling. Our joy chorus will be our 
“theme” song. And if you see another 
turning Sour Face (sketch face with 
downturned mouth on the board), just 
softly start the joy song as a reminder. 
A missionary tells the story of a Hindu 
trader in a market place in India ask- 
ing a native’ Christian, “Perma, what 
medicine do you put on your face to 
make it shine so?” The native replied, 
“I do not put anything on.” “Oh, yes, 
you do. All you Christians do. I have 
seen it in Agra, and I’ve seen it in Bom- 
bay, and all other cities where you 
Christians come to market.” Then 
Perma’s face shone with even greater 
glow, and he said, “It is not medicine 
that we put on, but love and peace and 
trust that we have within, 1f we are 
Christians, that makes our faces shine.

E HAVE seen, through ouf lessons 
this quarter, some of the many 
facets of jewel-like loveliness of a 
Christ-filled life.

“I don’t know 
what I want to be, but I know that I 
like people,” she said. 

What an opportunity! “God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begot- 
ten Son.” Think of the people every- 
where who are waiting to hear of Him. 
After this war, especially, the oppor- 
tunities to work for Christ will be enor- 
mous. We mentioned to this high school 
girl the needs in Europe among orphaned 
children, distracted youth, uprooted 
adults, and the shattered system of life. 
We mentioned the masses of illiterates, 
adults as well as children. Half of the 
human population of the world —in Asia 
and Africa, nine out of every ten per- 
sons — cannot read or write. We men- 
tioned primitive, isolated, neglected 
tribes in Central and South America, 
and of the happy reception of the Gospel 
by those who hear it. 

Our young friend cannot serve dis- 
tant people today. She must start her 
career by doing what she can where she 
is, and that is the starting place for

Learn all you can about other people 
and their needs, and about practical, 
present-day ways of meeting such needs.

The Lord may not be calling you to 
go far away, but you may be sure He 
is beseeching you to get ready to do 
something for Him right away. Let Him 
give you your assignment, and fit you 
to fulfill it.

Is it ever out of place to sing hymns 
at a party, or to make friends aware of 
Christ? We do not want to embarrass 
a boy, a girl, or anyone, but if Christians 
do not present Christ, who will? Do you 
suppose Stephen was afraid of embar- 
rassing the leaders of the synagogue? He 
glorified the Lord until his speetators 
were unable “to resist the wisdom and 
the spirit by which he spake” ‘(Acts 
6:10). -

I will show my sympathy to 
those who have sorrow or disappoint- 
ment. 

16. In choosing to whom I will show favor, 
I will not seek out the wealthy and 
influential who may repay me, but I 
will do kindness to the unfortunate 
and the poor who cannot reciprocate.

N MANY places in our land, particu-

our light is needed to blend with others 
to make a bright light. If all believers 
were letting their lights shine as the 
Lord Jesus commanded, what a differ- 
ence it would make in this dark, old 
world.

A third encouragement in the matter 


of letting our light shine is the fact that 
the light is not of’our own manufacture 
or produced by our own striving. sSec- 
ond Corinthians 4:5, 6, 7; John 8:12; 1: 
4-9 will help us to see that our light 
is the Lord Jesus Himself. We are to 
let Him shine out,—to keep the win- 
dows of our lives clear and unobstructed, 
to take down all the blackout curtains 
so that men may see the light that has 
filled and blessed our lives. 

Our Scripture lesson reminds us that 
this is just plain common sense, and 
that, in the physical world, men do not 
light a candle and put it under a bushel 
or otherwise conceal it. But they put 
it in a place where it can give light to 
all. What a tragedy it is that some be- 
lievers, with the light of Christ in the 
heart, present such an inconsistent ex- 
terior that others fail to see the light. 
God has done His part in giving us the 
light in the person of His own Son. Our 
part is to take down every shutter of 
self, sin, and pride and every blackout 
curtain of stubbornness and obstinacy 
and let the light shine out unhindered. 


Now notice the purpose of all this. 
It is not that we may receive any praise 
or credit. It is not that others may look 
at us and marvel at our devotion or 
piety or-consecration. It is not that 
others may mention and praise our good 
works. The great purpose is that, see- 
ing our good works through which the 
light shines out, men may glorify God 
and be drawn to Him. The lamp in the 
window of a home on a dark night may 
faithfully show the way to a wandering 
boy or girl. But when the wanderer 
reaches home, he does not rush up to 
the lamp to find the welcome of love 
and forgiveness. It is the father or 
mother who lit the lamp that the wan- 
derer needs.

Peace Like a River. By Vance Havner. 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., New York City, 
$1.) “Blessed is he who can bring his 
vision down into the valley and live 
what he saw among the clouds as he 
walks the cobblestones” — writes Vance 
Havner in this latest book from his 
fluent pen. “Clouds and Cobblestones” 
he calls the chapter, and points out how 
the saints of old — Moses, Elijah, Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Paul,— brought “the Heights 
down to the Heartaches.” The common- 
place, everyday things bring deep truths 
to the author’s mind which he records 
in his own original way. 

There is a chapter on erasers, remind- 
ing us of all that God has erased in our 
past. Another chapter shows that the 
blackouts bring out the stars — the lights 
of earth had blacked out the lights of 
Heaven. The sugar shortage, causing 
many of us to get our sweetness from 
honey, suggests to Mr. Havner that “a 
famine of more modern enjoyments may 
be a boon if it drives us back to the old 
simplicities.” The ability to touch ten- 
der chords and bring tears to the reader’s 
eyes is a gift the author uses with skill. 
“Faces in the Fire” is such a chapter, — 
speaking of the memories that crowd in 
as he sits meditating in a battered arm- 
chair before the fire in his old home. 
The face of his father who expected 
great things of his son; the face of his 
old-fashioned mother, whose “calm ap- 
praisal of many a situation has relieved 
more than one fever of body and mind”; 
the lovely face of his dear wife — which 
is not a memory but a blessed reality; 
and finally the Face that was disfigured 
and scarred that we might be set free. 

Other chapters, such as “Hindering the 
Gospel,” “Let Us Meet God,” “Dissipated 





Devotion,” and “Have You Got the 
Goods?” bring us up th a jolt and 
cause us to search our hearts. 


The book is like a tonic, and will 
bring blessing and encouragement to 
every reader.
